Verse 6. That she might return 
from the country of Moab.

They were called Ephrathites. This 
is another word for Ephraimites as 
found in Judg. 12, 5; 1 Sam. 1. 1; 
1 Kings 11. 26, Bethlehem is spoken 
of as Ephratah. It was too 1 
to be among the families of Judah, 
“the finest site in all the 
province of Juda (George Adam 
Smith).

Scottish Writer Tells of Regular

The typically Scottish funeral of 
the old days has been banished for 
good, says a writer in the Weekly 
Scotsman. Only in very exceptional 
cases dces one read of “scenes” at 
an interment.

Some Valuable Products for Laud 
Improvement. 


With the supply of potash from 
the German mines shut off by war 
Canada should now give 
attention to the large quantity of 
this fertilizing agent which is W 
ed to go to waste through want of 
care and conservation of the annual 
e 8 ashes. pom 
ut a large part o n- 
ade the chief fuel at all seasons, but 
more ially in winter, is wood. 
In the eastern provinces, hardwoods 
i used. These woods, es-

— of the wood and care of the 
Other valuable ingredients 
of wood ashes are a small propor: 
tion of phosphoric acid about 
fifty per cent. of carbonate of lime. 
In the clearing of wood lots and 
in the burning of debris after tak- 
ing out the fuel supply, large 
amounts of ashes are produced. 
These, as a rule, are left where the 
burning is e, are conse- 
quently wasted.

Ike Mysterious Thyroid. 


The thyroid gland, which is situ- 
ated about the lower part of the 
throat, is still a medical mystery. 
Practically nothing is known as to 
its uses, and very little about the 
causes of disease in it. Goitre is 


t non- malignant enlargement of the 


thyroid gland. The swelling may be 
no more than a mere thickening,-or 
it may grow into a mass weighing 
several pounds. It is common in 
mountainous districts and where 
‘there is magnesian limestone in the 
soil and drinking water. Operation 
may be necessary, but goitre will 
usually yield to treatment, and is 
rarely fatal. Malignant disease of 
the thyroid gland is often associat- 
ed with overstrain or sudden shock. 
Here operation is generally neces- 
sary, and is a very serious, matter 
indeed. In some mysterious way re- 
moval of the thyroid gland affects 
the mental powers, and the unfor- 
tunate person who has his thyroid 
removed is in great danger of los- 
ing his wits, more particularly his 
memory.

Elevator Sereenings. 


Screenings from the terminal 
elevators at Fort William and Port 
Arthur are composed of shrunken 
‘land broken kernels of wheat, oats, 

barley and flax with a varying pro. 
portion of different kinds of weed 
seeds. An eighth ounce of screen- 
ings which had been ground as chop- 
il ped feed was found to contain 233 
noxious and 484 other weed seeds. 
But when the smaller weed seeds 
have been removed it is hot difficult 
to destroy by grinding the vitality 
of nearly all those remaining. The 
seeds, comprising 
_| from 20 to 40 per cent of the whole, 
are not completely ground by ordin- 
ary mills and some of them are be- 
lieved to be decidedly unwholesome. 


When graded to remove these small - 


er harmful seeds and the balance 


. finely ground, screenings make a 


cheap and nutritibus stock feed. 
Weed Seeds in Feed. 


Bran, shorts and chop feeds are 
sometimes contaminated by i 
screenings Which are mix with 
them in some of the flour mills. Of 

396 samples collected throughout 
Canada in 1913 by the Inland Rev- 
enue Department 140 contained an 
average of 57 noxious weed seeds 
per und, and only 144 of the 
samples were entirely free from vit- 
al weed seeds. One sample of chop- 
ped feed contained 1104 noxious 
weed seeds

A WAR QUESTION. 


Is Great Britain Justified in Fight- 
ing for Belgian Neutrality? 


Posterity is sure to hold the na- 
tion that was responsible for this, 
reatest and most devastating 
war known to history, in great ab- 
horence, and 4t is for this reason, 
mainly, that the German savants 
have issued their special plea on 
behalf of the Kaiser, and that her 
Press has come to their air in & 
st endeavor to place res- 
ponsibility anywhere, so long as 
Germany and her war lord are ex- 
empted. 

Neutrality as applied to nations, 
means the refusal of a third power 
to go to war in behalf of either of 
two belligerent nations, and though 
alwaye looked upon by hard fight- 
ing nations unfavorably, the right 
is as old as history. 

The Napoleonic wars broke up 
very many of the small states of 
Europe; and when that war ended 
the five great powers that success- 
fully enierged from it formed a 
combine for the future govermment 
of Europe, and worked out a new 
scheme for the surviving 


states which were especially impor- 


tant as strategical ground from 
their geographical location. 

They called it a perpetual neu- 
tralization, the signatory powers 
consisting of Russia, Prussia, Aus- 


de tria, France and England, entered 


into a treaty that certain designat- 
ed small countries should be re- 
served from conquest by every other 
power, and they united in what they 
called a guaranty of neutrality.’ 
There were nine sucil areas, not all 
in arene, cer. by this treaty, 
among Belgium, in 1821, Lux- 
emburg, Switzer , ete., coming 
in at different dates later on. 

The great significance of these 
treaties is that they indicate a defi- 
nite purpose on part of the 
great powers to remove certam pos- 
sible points of friction from the

4, the date of German occupancy of 
Belgium, was guilty of hostile acts 
justifying German invasion.

It the ordinary civilian in the Old 
Country wishes to make his will he 
has to comply with all sorts of for- 
malities and technicalities, He is 
practically bound to go to a trained 
trouble and expense when he dies. 

For Tommy Atkins none of these 
terrors exist. He has the privilege 
of ignoring them altogether, and 
disposing of his belongings in @ very 
simple way. He does not need any 
witnesses, nox technical Phrases, 
nor elaborate clau He can even 
dispense with writing if he so de- 
sires, and just say, by word of

It had 
weights and was used as a pocket 
clock, The earliest known use of 
the modern name occurs in the re- 
cord of 1552, which mentions that 
Edward VI. had one larum or

mets of lead. 

The first watches may readily be 
supposed to have been of rude exe- 
cution. The first great improve- 


| ment, the substitution of springs 
tor weights, was in 1550. The ear- 


liest springs were not coiled, but 
only straight pieces of lead. . 

Early watches had only one hand 
being wound up twice a day, 
they could not be expected to keep 


time nearer than fifteen or twenty 


minutes in the twelve hours. The 
dials were of silver or brass. The 
cases had uo crystals, but opened 
at the back and front and were four 
five inches in diameter. 
A plain watch cost the equivalent 
of $1,600 in our currency and, after 
one was ordered, it took a year to 
make it.

INTERNATIONAL LESSON, 
FEBRUARY 21.

Lesson VIII. The Death of Eli and 
His Sons. 1 Sam. 4. 1-18. Gold- 
en Text, James 1, 22. 


Verse 1. Israel went out against 
the Philistines to battle. The Phil- 
istines were last mentioned in 
Judges, chapters 13 and 16. It was 
evident that Israel was not able to 
throw off the yoke of the Philis- 
tines. This servitude lasted for 
forty years (Judg. 13. 1). It termi. 
nated about the twentieth year of 
Samuel’s judgeship (1 Sam. 7. 15, 
14). : 

Eben-ezer, stone of help,”’ and 
Gilgal, “he&p-of-stones,’ had a spe- 
cial significance (Josh. 4. 20). Eben- 
ezer is at the head of the Vale of 
Sorek, where Israel defeated the 
Philistines (see next lesson, 1 Sam. 
7. 12). 

Aphek means fortress. It was one 
of the strongholds of Samaria in 
northern Sharon, where the Philis- 
tines assembled twice, “once before 
they invaded Israel and once be- 
fore they. crossed the plain of Es- 
draelon. It was not far from the 
Mizpah of Benjamin, and was un- 
doubtedly the Aphek of Josh. 12. 18. 
3. People means the army. The 

ders had a council on the evening 

the defeat and resolved to send 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord in battle. 

Wherefore hath Jehovah smitten 
us to-day before the Philistines.— 
This was the ery of the former time 
(see Josh. 7. 7). 

4. The people.—Here, again, the 
army is meant. As we read in the 
book of Judges repeatedly, in those 
days there was no king in Israel. 
And so whatever action was taken 
seemed to be the concerted action 
of the army. 

Shiloh was-not many hours dis- 
tant from Aphek, as the ark was 
brought the next day. 

Who sitteth above the cherubim.

6. In the camp of the Hebrews.— 
This is the name by which the Is- 
raelites were known to their neigh- 
bors (Exod. 1. 15, 16. 19; 2, 6, 11, 
13; 3. 18; 5. 3). 

7. There hath not been such a 
thing heretofore. — The Hebrew 
word for heretofore is yesterday 
and the third day, meaning the day 
before. This was a common expres- 
sion among the Israelites (see Gen. 
31. 2, 5; Exod. 4. 10). 


8. These are the gods that emote | 


the Egyptians with all manner of 
plagues in the wilderness.—Not 
only did the Israelites never forget 
the deliverance of their fore- 
fathers from Egypt, but this inci- 
dent had become so fixed as a tra- 
dition that the neighbors of Israel 
knew thereof. The Philistines, there- 
fore, were exceedingly disturbed 
when they saw that this same God 
was come into the camp of Israel.
